A chemist in 
the employ of the-board came here re- 
cently to investigate the city's water 
supply, and in conversation, with Sup- 
erintendent Raiff said the analysis of 
water taken from the old wells was 
the best in Ohio. The report of the 
examination of water* from the hew 
well is/even better, showing that Co- 
shoctoh has not only maintained its 
place at the head of the procession 
but has advanced a little.

Eorton, chemist and bacteriologist, 
from a sample taken from the dis- 
charge pipe in the pumping station.

Reach the River. 


It is stated that men with money to 


invest in the development of Coshoc- 
ton coal fields are planning so they 
can reach the Muskingum river with- 
out a great deal of difficulty. 


Large tracts of coal land far back 


from the river and railroads, east and 
west, have recently been leased, and 
io instances the parties interested 
have noted carefully the difficulties 
to be overcome before the coal is 
taken to the river, Heretofore noth 
ing was considered but railroad trans- 
portation. 


The change has been brought about 


by the conviction that congress will 
not only pass the Muskingum survey 
appropriation, but the river will be 
slackwatered within ten years, the 
time the coal will probably be devel- 
oped.

our town to which I am occasionally 
called on business or for pleasure in 
which I am always more or less pain- 
fully impressed with what seems to 
me a sad dereliction that is the court 
room. 


My thoughts have been .quickened 


by reading the noble and fitting 
tributes recently paid to that father 
of many departments of American 
aw—that matchless justice, John 
Marshall. There is hanging upon the 
wall of our courthouse a plain but ex- 
pensive portrait of the first 'judge 
elected for the court of common pleas 
under the state constitution adopted 
in .1850—Judge Martin L. Welker, 
still living in a serene old age 'in 
Wayne county. 
But how does it

of William Sample, that man not of 
extended but profound scholarship, 
whose simplicity, sincerity, dignity 
and severity of morals impressed all 
who knew him and who was the first 
toshocton county lawyer to wear the 
rmine. Ought there not to be also,in 
the very fitness of things, a picture of 
John D. Nicholas, the genial, volatile, 
indefatigable man who for two terms 
held the honorable position? And 
where could.a more fitting place be 
found for a portrait of Julius C. Pom- 
erene the man of most patient appli- 
;ation to the work of his profession 
and olEce, kind-of heart and dear in 
speech, whose career as circuit judge 
was BO tragically cut short? 


Have we any bar association? Any 


professional pride? • Any desire to 
stimulate the young? 
Or is there 


some explanation of what I have 
spoken of as a distinction that makes 
that term unfitting? 
At all events 


there are some who would welcome a 
changed 
condition, and THE AGE

The forty-seventh annual report of 


the state commissioner of common 
school* has been tiled with Governor 
Nash by Hon. Lewis D. Bonebrake. 
The report is voluminous and contains 
much matter which is or great inter 
est to all the friends of popular educa 
tion. 


Special stress is laid upon the prep- 


aration required of teachers for their 
life work. With the few exceptions 
of Delaware, Arkansas, Ohio and the 
territories of New Mexico and Alaska, 
evary state and territory of the union 
has prorided state normal schools or 
their equivalent for the professional 
training 
of their teachers. 
Ohio 


teachers have their various associa- 
tions for improvement and culture, 
but the state should go farther than 
this and help bear the burden. 


In view of the recent expose of the 


stealing of over $100,000 'from the 
boa ret of education of Cincinnati the 
commissioner quotes the law enacted 
last-year, and presents the Tfacts that 
the state does not provide as efficient 
inspection of public funds as is de- 
manded for the proper protection 
thereof. 


"lam led to suggest." says the com- 


missioner, "that the time has come for 
the General Assembly to provide for 
periodical state inspection of school 
finances. If the law was modified so 
as to permit of the appointment of 
one or two traveling inspectors, like 
the national bank inspectors, who 
should go from county to county and 
d4strict:to district and check up all 
the books, accounts, and touchers of 
various boards and recommend im- 
proved .methods in keeping the same 
I am satisfied that great good would 
come to the school system and;funds 
would be more sacredly guarded. The 
influence of possible inspection would 
prevent 
Wrong-doing 
and 
public 


money-would not be so easily frittered 
*way onmisapplied." 
• 


Then follows a general summary of 


statistics, which shows there are 62 
city distfiets, IjOOo village and special 
districts, arid 1,335 township districts, 
a total of '.2,402 in the state. There 
are 11,097 subdivisions of the town- 
ship districts. During the year a 
total of-227 scboolhouses were erected 
as compared with 249 in 1899. -The 
total .cost of these structures was $1.- 
288,162. 
In the township districts 


'there are 11,022 elementary and 104 
high school,buildingf; separate dis- 
tricts have 1.715 elementary and 22 
high school buildings, the total being 
12,737 elementary and 336 high school 
buildings, a grand total of 13,073, 
which contain 22,621 school rooms. 


The value of school property is $44,- 


017,179 divided, elementary $28,684,- 
506 and high $5,332,673. The. teachers 
necessary to supply the schools were 
11,850 in\ the elementary aud 250 in 
the high schools of the township dis- 
tricts. Special districts required 21,-, 
184, and 1,963 high school teachers, a 
total of 23,147. The number'of 10,502 
men and 15,515 women were employed 
during the year, a grand total of 26,- 
017. 


The average monthly wages of these 


taachers for the year in the township 
and elementary schools were: men 834 
and women 831. In the township 
high schools the figures were: men $57 
and women $43. In the separate dis- 
tricts the men received an'average of 
$43 and the women $34 a ?month in 
the elementary, and $64 and $55 in 
the high schools respectively. An av- 
erage of Sljweeks was tau'ght in the 
elementary and 30 in the'township 
high schools. The average of separate 
districts was 34 in each division. 


In the township elementary schools 


there were 188,433 boys and 171,385 
girls enrolled. In the high school of 
the same ,3,088 boys and 3,108 girls 
were enrolled, a total of 366,014. 
In 


separate districts 209,294 boys were 
enrolled in the elementary, and 203,- 
096 girls. A total of 21,908 boys and 
28,848 girls were enrolled in the high 
schools of the same, a grand total of 
403,146- The number of pupils in the 
elementary schools was 772,208, and in 
the high schools of the state 56,952, a 
total enrollment of 829,160. The num- 
ber of pupils reported in attendance 
at colleges was 7,990; in private 
schools, 27,327; Jstate institutions, 2,- 
924 and schools for deaf children, 279, 
a grand total of 867,680.
